A BOON FOR SAILORS. 

How the Ferria Wheel Will Help 
Those on Lake Michigan. 

The Ferris wheel, which has begun 
operations at its new location near 
Lincoln park, will be more than a 
means of passing away an idle hour, 
says the Chicago Record. When the 
big circle is illuminated by electric 
lights it will be a guide to in 
which can be seen from farther than 
lighthouse, the Auditorium 
tower or even the glare of the Ma 
sonic Temple roof garfljen. The hy- 
drographic office considers the per- 
manent location of the wheel at the 
corner of North Clark street and 
Wright wood avenue of such impor- 
tance that the light has been given 
place on the charts of the lake. In 
recent bulletin issued from the 
office the wheel is mentioned as the 
most prominent landmark on the 
west shore. The government officials 
will be notified when the wheel is 
lighted, and a supplement will be 
issued to chartholders. 

The wheel is visible at a much 
greater distance now than when it 
was on the Midway. It is half a 
lie nearer the lake shore and is on 
higher ground. The height of the 
wheel from the ground is 274 feet, 
while the height above the lake level 
is 305 feet.

The coast land 
ing places are overrun with venture- 
spirits in search of fortunes, 
many of whom are either unfitted for 
the physical hardships they must 
dure or ignorant of the risks 
volved. The story of their troubles 
is most pitiful. At last accounts po- 
tatoes were selling in some of the 
mining regions for 1100 a sack.

The car is 74 feet long, and is fit - 
ted wich Westinghouso air brakes, a 
whistle signal service to the engi- 
neer, steam heat, and an instrument 
which records the speed of the car.

At the rear of the car is the ob- 
servatory section. It is a small 
room, luxuriously upholstered and 
r'urnished with easy chairs done in 
leavy plush.

These, 
in reality, are bedrooms, they are so 
large and commodious. They are 
three in number, and contain full- 
sized beds.

When not on the road Patterson 
himself iu readiness for a call 
at any time. His fellow porters de- 
clare he has the best job in the gift 
of the New York Central. Patter- 
son points proudly to the five gold 
stripes on his sleeve which denote 
his length of service in the employ 
of the New York Central railroad. 
Another stripe will be added next 
November, when he will have com- 
pleted 30 years' continuous service.

Since 1890 the gold in European 
banks has increased by $623,200,000. 
Of this the Imperial Bank of Russia 
has gained $185,800,000, the Bank 
of France $167,400,000, the Bank of 
England $111,000,000, the Austro- 
Hungarian Bank $79,800,000 and the 
Imperial Bank of Germany $39,000,- 
000. The gold comes from the Amer- 
ican monetary circulation and from 
the production of the gold mines. 
At the end of 1895 the Bank of 
France and the Imperial Bank of 
Russia between them held $776,600,- 
000 in gold, a little more than half 
the stock of gold in the European 
banks, and this does not include the 
gold in the Russian treasury, which 
is estimated at $510,400,000. The 
gold in Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and Italy amounts to $336,000,000, 
and that in the Bank of England to 
$580,800,000. — Economiste Euro-

MILK JARSr 



Milk jars, or bottlc3, now so com- 
monly used, were introduced about 
15 years ago. A gentleman farmer 
of Litchfield, Conn., a man of wealth, 
who owned blooded cows, finding, 
with the increase of his stock, his 
milk supply growiag beyond his own 
needs, decided to sell the surplus. 
He desired to put up his milk in some 
distinctive form, and came to New 
York to the headquarters here of a 
glass works, and asked to have got 
up for him some kind of a glass pack- 
age that would be suitable for the 
purpose and convenient for shipping. 
A jar was produced that was sub- 
stantially similar in form to the one 
now in use. The first jars were pro- 
vided with glass stoppers; these were 
found to break too easily, and a 
metal stopper was soon substituted. 

This form of package for milk at 
once became popular. The owner of 
the farm for which tho milk jar was 
first made turned his farm over to a 
stock company, which increased its 
proetviction greatly. It still remains 
a large establishment and one whose 
dairy products are well known. 

Many other milk producers 
adopted the milk jar, and its general 
use extended rapidly. Probably at 
least 75 per cent, of the milk for 
family use is delivered now in 
bottles. There are millions of bottles 
In constant use, and the number 
produced annually to make good the 
breaka;." 1 and to supply the increas- 
ing demand is about 20,000 gross. — 
N. Y. Sun. 



Talking Without a Tongue. 
Ability to talk without a tongue 
seems a paradox, but a Bradford

Yet Dr. Williams "can 
speak so as to be fairly well under- 
stood," a correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Ledger reports, and he has 
expectations that within a short 
time his speech will greatly im- 
prove. In studying out the subject 
of speech the doctor discovered that 
persons are "right" or "left" in the 
use of the organs of the mouth and 
throat, as they are in the use of the 
hands. In his own case he was 
"left" in the use of the mouth and 
throat muscles— a circumstance 
which makes his ability to talk the 
more remarkable, because some of 
the organs of the left side had been 
removed with the tongue. He is in- 
clined to the theory that, while the 
preferred use of the right or left 
hand is generally a case of education 
choice, the involuntary discrimi- 
nation which leads to the use of one 
set of throat muscles is in most 
cases the result of heredity.

The paper is thicker in tho left hand 
ler to enable it to take better 
and sharper impression of the 
vignette there, and is also consider- 
ably thicker in the dark shadows of 
the center letters and under the 
figures at the ends.

MAN OF MANY DUTIES. 

Th^ Eng1i»h Home Secretary and the 
Work He Has to Do. 

There is no man in the British em- 
pire in the service of the cromi 
whose duties are of more varied 
character than are those of the sec- 
retary of state for the home depart- 
ment. He acts as channel for all 
communications between the queen 
-Jpd her subjects in every matter that 
Wcs not fall specifically within the 
province of another secretary of 
state. He communicates her majes- 
ty's wishes both to individuals and 
public bodies, from the church down 
to the latest yacht club which wishes 
to stylo itself "royal." He receives 
and sends on to the queen all pe- 
s and addresses of congratula- 
! and condolence, some written 
Jf simple sheets of paper, others 
rite those of the University of Ox- 
ford on vellum with a gorgeous seal 
in a silver box. Ho stores up in big 
tin cases the permits given by the 
queen and her predecessors to mem- 
bers of the royal family to marry, 
and likewise has to arrange all the 
public ceremonies in which he takes 
part. He naturalizes aliens, admin- 
isters through governors the ruler- 
ship over the Channel islands and 
ithe Isle of Man and takes a notable 
ipart in the creation of peers and 
baronets and in the appointment of 
police magistrates. It is like' " 
his duty to be present at the birth 
of any royal prince or princess, so as 
to set at rest any fears on the part 
of the people lest another than a 
royal child should be foisted upon 
the nation. This custom dates back 
to the reign of King James II., who 
was always credited with having 
substituted a plebeian-born malo 
child for the princess to whom the 
queen is declared to have given birth. 

The home secretary is responsible 
for the law and order of the land. 
He is the head governor of «L1 her 
majesty's prisons. He administers 
the burial acts, acts as minister of 
labor and is responsible for the en- 
forcement of all the laws which have 
been enacted, in connection with 
mines, factories, rivers and the like. 
Last, but not least, he combines in 
his own person the supreme court of 
appeal. He is assisted in the matter 
by a trained and energetic staff, con- 
stantly at work, examining, weigh- 
ing and reporting on petitions for 
pardons and for remission of sen- 
tences. The convenience and flexi 
bility of such a court of appeal as 
this are very great. Evidence in a 
court of law is a highly technical 
matter and many important circum- 
stances which are excluded from 
judicial procedure have, when 
brought to the knowledge of the 
Kpome secretary, much extenuating 
Mrce. It is this board of advice, the 
vary existence of which the public 
Ignores, that has advised -Sir Mat- 
thew to decline to liberate Mrs. May- 
brick, just in the same way that it 
.persuaded his liberal predecessor, 
Mr. Asquith, to refuse. But Sir 
Matthew is in no wise bound to fol- 
low its recommendations, sin ?e it is 
composed merely of subordinate 
clerks in the department. —Marquise 
^de Fontenoy, in Chicago Record.

Asbestos is non-con- 
ductor of heat, ergo cold, and in 
conjunction with a waterproof mate- 
rial will have the effect of counteract- 
ing- the influences of heat, cold and 
moisture. It is said that asbestos 
lined boots cannot crack in wear, 
iand are much more flexible than or- 
dinary boots. A man wearing as- 
bestos boots can walk over live 
electric wires in safety, as it is a non- 
conductor.— N. Y. Journal.

THE P0PFS_ 

This Year It Will Be Presented to 
Princess Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 

It 4s Princess Ferdinand of Bui 
gnria whom the pope intends to pre- 
sent the golden rose this year as a 
recognition of the efforts which she 
made to prevent the conversion of 
her little three-year-old boy, the 
Crown Prince Boris, from the Roman 
Catholic to the Greek faith. This 
golden rose is the greatest distinc- 
tion which the holy father has in his 
power to confer upon members of 
any sect, and, contrary to the belief 
that prevails here in America, it has 
never been granted to any woman 
who was not either a crowned head 
or a princess of the blood, the token 
of papal regard sent to Miss Gwen- 
dolyne Caldwell having 
gold medal and not the 
as has been frequently 
print. 

The rose is made of pure gold and 
possesses an intrinsic value of about 
fciO.OOO. The center rose, in the 
middle of which is a little opening 
into which the pope pours the rose 
balsam, is surrounded with smallei 
rosebuds and leaves. The whole 
rosebuhs stands in a golden pot, on 
the side of which are the pope's 
and an inscription. The roi 
blessed each year by the holy father 
on Whitsunday and is immediately 
afterward sent to royal ladies dis- 
tinguished for their loyalty to the 
pope and to the church. 

Two members of the court of the 
Vatican, a prelate and a noble guard, 
are then selected to convey the rose 
to the lady to whom it has been 
awarded, and by whom the travel 
iug expenses are paid, amounting to 
$3,000 apiece. On their arrival at 
their destinatiop they are conveyed 
in court carriages, garlanded 
white roses, natural or artificial, to 
the palace, in the courtyard of which 
the troops present arms and the 
drums roll. 

The ceremony of presentation of 
the rose usually takes place in the 
palace chapel during the course of a 
pontifical mass. Throughout 
earlier portion of the celebration the 
rose is placed on the altar, and after 
the "Ite missa est" has been, chanted 
the ablegate reads the pope's letter, 
while the noble guard hands the rose 
to the officiating nuncio or cardinal. 
The latter thereupon places the rose 
next to the heart of the royal lady 
kneeling before him, exclaiming: 
"Ecce rosa mystica, donum Sanctis- 
simi Patris," to which the royal lady 
replies: "Deo gratias." The choir 
and clergy then chant the Te Deum, 
and after the benediction the 
e reign usually confers decorations 
upon the papal envoys. 

Such is the ceremony which is des- 
tined to take place a few weeks hence 
at Sofia. — Chicago Record 

HEIBES8T0 MILLIONS. 

A New Jersey Woman's Good Luck 
Through a Godmother. 

Madame Eglantine Gaudin of 
Woodcliffe, N. J., has, it is reported, 
inherited $17,000,000. The New 
York Herald, which relates the 
story, says that she was born in the 
midst of the Pyreneean mountains 
some 58 years ago. Her maiden 
name was Eglantine Marie Emanuel. 
She was left a widow when quite 
young, and found herself almost 
penniless. Her aunt and godmother 
at that time lived in California, and 
by the assistance of an American 
lady named Louise Jackson, she came 
to this country. On her arrival here 
she discovered the difficulty of find- 
ing her godmother and earned her 
living as a dressmaker. 

While thus engaged a California 
lawyer called on her, representing 
himself as the executor of the will of 
Mrs. Emilie Pinaud, formerly of 
France, afterward of South America, 
but more recently of California. She 
was the lost godmother of Mrs. 
Gaudin, and had married a man 
named Pinaud while in Franco, 
with whom she had gone to South 
America, where he engaged in the 
tanning business, making a huge 
fortune, which he carefully invested. 
There was one child of his union. 
According to the law of France the 
birth of a child leaves the widow ab- 
solute possessor at his death of one- 
half of her husband's fortune. Andre 
Pinaud died worth $34,000,000. Mrs. 
Gaudin is heiress to her aunt and 
godmother, and her fortune is, 
therefore, $17,000,000.

gre:vt number of animals of various 
kinds which are thrown out at the 
surface through the artesian pipe. 
But it is not their quantity that ex- 
cites astonishment nearly so much 
R3 their strange character. All of 
them appear to belong to species 
hitherto wholly unknown to science. 
There are shrimps of a queer kind, 
of which the well yields about half a 
pint a day, on an average! — sow-bugs 
of a new genus, not related to any 
hitherto found in fresh water, and, 
most remarkable of all, salamanders 
six inches long with surprisingly de- 
veloped legs. 

All of the species of animals thi 
far brought to the surface are blind 
and colorless, rf*omblingin those re- 
spects the crustaceans and batrach- 
ians of the great caves, where there 
is everlasting night. Dr. Stejneger, 
who knows as much about sala- 
manders as any man living, has been 
making a special study o£ the San 
Marcos specimeas. He finds that 
they have no near relatives with 
which science is acquamted in this 
country or abroad. Their nearest 
kin are the so-called mud-puppios ol 
our streams and certain batrachians 
of Austrian caverns. They have re- 
markably long bgs, and their nasee 
are shove! -shaped. 

Most numerous by 'far among the 
creatures cast up from the depths 
have been the shrimps. They are 
about three-quarters of an inch long, 
colorless and blind. In and attached 
to their bodies are found immense 
numbers of parasitic protozoa, which 
are nearly related to the micro-organ- 
isms that breed malaria in the hu- 
man system. This fact has an inter- 
esting bearing upon the theory 
hitherto accepted that artesian 
water is necessarily free from ma- 
laria microbes. The sow-bugs al- 
ready referred to, which are crusta- 
ceans, have only been familiar up to 
now as salt water forms. They get 
a living commonly by attaching 
themselves to fishes, out of whose 
flesh they are able to take large bites 
by means of their strong jaws, which 
are furnished with a sort of knife- 
and fork arrangement, 
and new species of leech turned up 
with the rest of the animals. —Wash- 
ington Correspondence Boston 
Transcript.

Before the 
old Brahma would let her little ones 
tuck in for the night she made them 
dip and sputter in the big chioken 
trough by the walL This done, she 
led the way to an old stovepipe 
under the woodshed, and made every 
last chick of them pass through the 
pipe, wiping off the soot as they 
went.

BIRDS AS FBOPHETS. 

Some Signs by Which Close Observers 
May Foretell Storms. 

If birds In general pick their 
feathers, wash themselves and fly to 
their nests, expect rain.

The crow flying alone is a sign of 
foul weather, but if crows fly ir 
pairs expect flue weather. 

Cuckoos hallooing in low lands In- 
dicate rain; on high lands, fair 
weather. 

The cuckoo in April opens his bill, 
in May he sings all day, in June he 
alters his tune, come August, go he 
must. 

When fowls roost in daytime, ex- 
pect rain. 

When the hen crows, expect a 
storm within and without. 

When you see geese in water 
washing themselves, expect rain. 

Geese wash and sparrows fly in 
flocks before rain. 

When the roosters go crowing to 
bed, they will rise with watery head. 

If a rooster crows on the ground, 
it is a sign of rain; if he crows on 
the fence, it is a sign of fair weather. 

A crowing rooster during rain in- 
dicates fair weather. 

Birds singing during rain indicates 
fair weather. — Boston Transcript. 

ANCIENT THIMBLES. 

The Old Gold Ones Worn by Our 



Even those people who like to joke 
at sentiment fail to laugh at the old 
gold thimbles of their grandmothers 
—the metal worn out in countless 
places and all stamped with the 
signs of use, says a writer in the 
Chicago Chronicle. Grandfather's 
clock and the old armchair have had 
their day. and it is high time that 
grandmother's thimble was immor- 
talized in rhyme. Now that silver is 
so cheap, silver thimbles are possible 
for almost every one, and as celluloid 
also is used for thimbles, the brass 
ones, which brought so much suffer- 
ing in the way of sore fingers, are 
rapidly passing out of existence.

CORSETS BARBED. 

Novel Difficulty in the Electrical De- 
partment of a Girl's School. 

A new reason why the new woman 
must discard ono of the most charac- 
teristically feminine articles of her 
attire or fall short of filling her role 
has turned up at the girls' high 
school at Oakland, Cal. She must 
either abandon corsets or one of the 
most promising of the professions, 
that embracing electricity in all its 
branches. Five hundred Oakland 
co-eds are seriously disturbed over 
the situation, but the issue is severe- 
ly plain. One or the other must be 
abandoned, the governors of the 
school say. 

An electrical department was 
added to the school some time ago, 
and a course in electricity estab- 
lished. The poor professor in charge 
has had a dreadful time. During the 
lessons the delicate instruments 
have played him all sorts of tricks, 
and all his experiments have been of 
doubtful success. Every once in 
awhile a girl would step up to tell 
what she had learned about volts, 
ohms and amperes, and immediately 
the galvanometers would gyrate 
wildly and the needles on the various 
dials would wabble, and all the laws 
of Volta and Ohm and Faraday 
would go to smash, and the findings 
of Edison and Tesla would become 
strangely lost. Then the professor 
knew the student beside him had on 
a high-grade corset with ribs of 
finest steel. The instruments were 
not affected by the presence of some 
students, because they wore health 
waists of some sort and were braced 
with whalebone or some substitute 
for steel. 

The professor made poor progress 
with his class. It was impossible to 
make accurate experiments before 
some girls, and among these were 
the most promising girls in the class. 
Something had to be done; but the 
professor, being a man, felt a natur- 
al delicacy about doing anything. 
Two of the women teachers tackled 
the girls on hygiene and physical 
development, and warned them of 
the evils of corsets. But the real 
motive of the crusade leaked out, 
and at present there is much per- 
turbation among the ambitious co- 
eds, who are anxious for scientific 
attainments, but yet have ail the 
hundred reasons a woman can ad- 
vance for not discarding the corset. 

"This corset trouble is of long 
standiag," Prof. Meads of the elec- 
trical department told an Examiner 
reporter. "The machines in the 
electrical department are delicately 
constructed, and they are so much 
affected by the near presence of steel 
or iron that it is utterly impossible 
to secure accurate results in experi- 
ments. I have been compelled to 
have the physical culture teacher ex- 
plain to the girls that they mast dis- 
card their corsets before they take 
their lessons in the electrical de- 
partment. I can tell at once by the 
jumping of the needles that a girl is 
wearing corsets. It is simply a 
question of having the girls recite 
their lessons properly, and they can 
not do so wearing corsets. " 

Finally Prof. Meads was obliged to 
issue a rule barring corseted girls 
from the electrical department, and 
the governors indorsed the rule. It 
might seem to be a rule difficult to 
enforce and delicate to handle. But 
Prof. Meads finds it easy. In enter- 
ing the electrical department the 
girls have to pass one of the pro- 
fessor's sensitive galvanometers. 
The professor stands unobtrusively 
beside it. The impertinent "jigger" 
works like a charm, and there is no 
way in which the girls can beat the 
game. On the near approach of a 
girl wearing steel-ribbed corsets the 
needle gyrates frantically, and the 
girl is respectfully but firmly re- 
minded of the rule, and expostula- 
tions are useless. Just how the 'in- 
cident will end cannot yet be told, 
but the faculty hope" the girls will 
take the advice of Dr. Knox and Dr. 
Shuey, both women professors, and 
abandon corsets on general prin- 
ciples. 

In urging the reform Dr. Shuey 
paid a high compliment to eastern 
young women in some remarks cal- 
culated to put the Pacific coast girls 
on their mettle. After an extensive 
trip through the east, visiting many 
prominent gymnasiums, she said, 
she was impressed with the fine 
bearing of the eastern girls as com- 
pared with the California girls. She 
concedes that Calfornia girls are just 
as richly endowed by nature as the 
eastern tfirls, but they have had but 
little gymnastic training. 

A Big Raft. 

Another big log raft is soon to be 
made up in the Columbia river to be 
towed down the coast to San Fran- 
cisco. It is to consist of piles 
amounting to about 700,000 feet of 
lumber, board measure. If the raft 
reaches San Francisco intact the 
piles can be sold there 30 or 40 per 
cent, cheaper than if they were 
transported by schooners in the 
usual way. Those interested in the 
scheme say that experience with 
former rafts has enabled them to re- 
duce the risk to a minimum, and 
thay have no doubt that the big raft 
h San Francisco safely.

Some well posted 
farmers say that the quality will not 
be an improvement on last year's
